While thus waiting at Trai Hut, whioh is 


‘aituated on the left bank of the Red River, 


my friand M. Dopont camo up- with his 
junk and suggested I should rojoin him on 
the other sight days’ sail_to Tackay. To 
this I gladly assented, after writing to thank 
Commandant Protét for his kind help on 
tha land journey. thus far. 7 . 

‘Jvo days! journey up. tiver brought us 
to the French fort of Bachs, where Com- 
mandant D'Eoorsas and his staff gave‘tie a 
warm welcome aud entortained us at dinner, 
at which one of the dishes was the beef of 
a bollook killed by a tigor on tho previous 
night. The Commandant showed us sun- 
dry trophies hung ap on the veranda of bia 
house, such as tigers’ and leopards’ skins 
and doer horns, not to:apeak of tho-tails of 
Chincee pirates... Tho Commandant had a 
natrow-sacapo of hia life in 4 close quarters 
attack on the latter, in which one of his 
lieutenants was shot dead and the other 
wounded in the arm. 

Other two days. by jank brought us to 
fort Phulu, where:Gaptain De Is Wal and 
hia staff recoived ua in an equally hospi- 
table manner, and expresred himaolf sorry 
we could only spend one evening with him. 

Lnokay,. the frontier station, was reachod 
on tha fourth day after this, and Com- 
mandant Gouttonegro and the staff. of 
officara both civil and: military ee, ws. 8 
hearty welcome, and, the . health: of. the 
‘Queen of Hpgland was toasted nner 
oneevening. (Lam giad-to mention this, 
as some friends at the coast had warnod me 
against returning ‘to China vid -Tongking as 
relations between France and Haogland were 
strained.) Z replied by proposing pro- 
aperity to. the Colony of Tongking. 

It was with true sorrow I said good-bye 
to the friendsin Tongking, and when 1 
vontured to oxpress’.my thanks to M. 
Dopont, he exclaimed ‘Scotch Hospita- 
lity! . Oertain} all alwaya remember 
what. French: hospitality. 

Havitg engaged a Chinese junk I crossed 
‘the frontier, and, three..aud a, half days 
tracking.and poling up stream brought me 
to Manhso,. an important little ‘Ohinare 
town because of its being at the head of 
the navigable waters of the Red River. I 
anight mentivn that the River here ia at an 
élevation of 900 ft, above the sea, which is 
about 100 feet higher than the Yangtze: 
at Ohongking and 450 ft. higher than the 
Trrawaddy at Bhamo. This is an important 
matter to keep in mind in considering tho 
subject of navigable trade routes to China. 
My firat business.at Mavhao waa to get. 
horses to carry myself and beggege te 
Méngtze, but to my surpriso I was told 
no horses wera pat up hore. I scarcely 
credited this, but found i: even so. The 
pack animals nover stay hera overnight, 
the place is -s0o’ unhealthy. They come 
down from the plateau in the early morning 
and go back the samie day. However, next 
morning I got a couple of horses, and 
andther day and a half brought me over 
the ridge of hills at an elevation of 6,000 
ft. and down on the Méngtze plain at a 
level of 450%. At Méngtze I was kindly 
recaived and hospitably entertained by 
Mr Hancock and the staff of the Chinese 
Imperial Customs. 

Jn the fine clear. dry weather of early 
spring Méngtzo soems a charming place 
but in the rainy season, when the plain 
flooded, tho plague attacks the Ohineso and 
carries thom off faster than. their friends 
have time to bury them.
